would be something like, ''Oh, my gawd! Who touched 
the insurance man's envelope?!" 

Hearing no response, with a glaring eye she 
would silently radio, "Shut-up and be guilty!" Then, 
turning to the rumpled collector she'd ask, "Is it okay 
if I just add that to next week's payment?"

Today, I can't really explain it other than to say I was 
expending so much energy surviving domestic unrest 
and the darkness of being a seriously depressed teenager 
that I didn't have enough energy to change into my gym 
clothes. And since they hadn't been washed since the day 
they were issued to me, putting them on would have been 
gross.

having to attend gym class. I played out worse case 
scenarios in my head. Being caught, I decided, wouldn't 
be as bad as not graduating. I'd take a chance and try the 
alternative fact route. The idea of an alternative fact this 
big put my stomach in knots. Panic was hard to handle. 
Fear, however, ebbed away as I typed. 

I wrote a diagnosis based on what I had learned 
from outgoing bills. The doctor would confirm that I 
suffered from migraines, flat feet, and psoriasis. I wrote - 1 
mean he wrote - that the combination of conditions made 
it necessary for me to avoid exercise. I expressed that 
my parents had only recently sought treatment for me. I 
signed the doctor's name. I graduated near the bottom of 
my class, but I graduated. 

As the years have sped by, fibbing to protect 
the sensitivities of others and where no harm is done 
continued. I mean, whoever is without sin please cast the 
first stone. But on issues of substance, import, and darn it 
all, just because it's the right thing to do, stating real facts 
and not making crap up has become the norm. 

As Judge Judy says, "If you tell the truth, you 
don't have to remember what you said." Man, is she 
ever right. Keeping your story straight when you've 
embellished the facts or simply omitted pertinent details 
can trip up even the most seasoned serial alternative fact 
teller.

Eversource is preparing to engage the Town of 
Mattapoisett by shining a light on energy conservation 
through efficiency evaluations, and the light they intend 
to use will come from LED bulbs. 

On January 24, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen heard from members of the Clean Energy 
Community team from Eversource who are poised to 
embark on an outreach program that will assist residents, 
businesses, and the municipality in identifying ways to 
cut electric energy consumption.

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Diane McCarthy-Bercury, Eversource workforce 
development and educational programs coordinator, gave 
a presentation outlining the strategic plans and goals of 
the program. Flanked by three other team members, she 
laid out the details. 

The first phase, McCarthy-Bercury explained, will 
be a lead-by-example effort where a well-known person 
in the community will participate in an energy audit of 
their private residence and then report the results to the 
community. 

A customized outreach campaign will be 
designed to push the program further into the community 
by enlisting support and assistance from local clubs and 
organizations, followed by community events and the 
publishing of results. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister explained that the 
program is funded by a surcharge on monthly bills. 

''You are already paying for this program. You 
might as well use it," said Macallister. 

Eversource, at the request of interested parties, 
will conduct energy audits in homes, schools, and 
businesses, identifying waste and areas that may be 
improved by the installation of energy efficient devices 
or structural improvements such as new windows and 
insulation. 

"Customers are eligible to receive seventy-five 
percent off costs up to two thousand dollars," McCarthy- 
Bercury stated. Businesses are eligible for even greater

incentives, she explained. Customers receiving fuel 
assistance, MassHealth, or other financial support may 
qualify for no-cost help, and zero percent financing may 
also be available. But the first step is the audit. 

McCarthy-Bercury said they were looking for the 
selectmen's support and that a kick-off event - an LED 
bulb giveaway - could take place in March. 

The goal, she said, was to achieve an overall 25 
percent energy savings per consumer and, overtime, a 
more than 50 percent participation rate. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said, "This 
is a very important program and even more important to 
businesses," due to the high utility costs they incur. 

Mattapoisett and Dartmouth are the only 
communities that have been selected at the present time to 
participate in the multi-tiered program. 

In closing out her comments, McCarthy-Bercury 
said, "Pick up the phone and call Mass Save or visit the 
website." 

The website is www.masssave.com. The 
telephone number is 844-887-1400. 

Also coming before the board was Nick Wright, 

16 Hereford Hill Road, with a proposal for an aquaculture 
grant. 

Reading from the proposal, Wright said, "I'm 
proposing to construct ... an aquaculture project in 
Shaw's Cove." The planned shellfish farm will be located 
in Nasketucket Bay near the Fairhaven line. He said that 
the project would not negatively affect the area's water 
circulation, eelgrass, sediment, water quality, or other 
existing shellfish beds. 

Gagne said the next step would be for Wright 
to apply for a benthic survey to ensure that the selected 
location is acceptable to the Division of Marine Fisheries, 
after which he may return for the board's approval. 
Wright's hearing was continued until February 14. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen met with 
members of the Mattapoisett School Committee and voted 
on the appointment of Dennis Perry as the Mattapoisett 
representative to the ORR School Committee to serve until 
May 2017. Perry is a former Finance Committee member 
with experience in large project management.

Selectmen Sign Deal for 911 Regionalization 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A Regionalized 911 system is a done deal for 
the Town of Rochester, now that the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen on January 23 signed a five-year agreement 
with the Town of Duxbury to receive emergency dispatch 


services. 


Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar said 
that signing the agreement sooner rather than later was 
critical in order to meet the application deadline for grant 
money from the State 911 Department to cover the cost of 
infrastructure upgrades and almost half of the cost of the 
agreement.

Szyndlar said the State 911 Department has 
confirmed that the Town of Rochester would be eligible 
to receive the grant funding - totaling $300,000 for 
infrastructure upgrades alone - and another $125,000 
towards the $300,000 annual cost for 911 services, leaving 
the town to fund the remaining $175,000. 

Infrastructure upgrades include brand new 
commercial grade antennas and radio receivers, which 
Szyndlar acknowledged the Town would not be able to 
afford without the 911 regionalization grant. 

The entire transition is estimated to take up to a 
year, including the grant application process, receiving the 
funds in the fall, and the ensuing infrastructure work, but 
the agreement would have to be signed without delay.

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''Otherwise, we would have to go another year 
out," said Szyndlar, adding that as towns increasingly 
apply for the 911 regionalization grants, funding 
availability would decrease over time. 

The Town of Duxbury will assist Rochester with 
writing the grant applications and updating the Town as 
progress is made. 

"We are in an advantageous position right now 
to be at the top rather than the bottom of the allocation 
field," said Board of Selectmen Chairman Naida Parker. 

Szyndlar concurred, saying, "There are several 
towns that are actually jealous of our position right now. 
We are in a very good spot." 

Selectman Richard Nunes pointed out that 
adopting the 911 regionalized dispatch is in alignment 
with the state Community Compact the Town signed 
last year, and the agreement will also ultimately save 
taxpayers money. 

"And also to provide quality service," said Parker. 
"It's a twofold thing. Yes, we want to save money . . . but 
also to make sure that we're not selling the residents of 
the town short on dispatch [and] ... to provide the best 
possible service." 

"It's really going to enhance and improve our 
system," said Szyndlar. However, selectmen and Szyndlar 
all agreed that the move was in no way a negative 
reflection on the job the Town's current dispatchers were 
doing. 

In other matters, Parker, in her position as the 
town clerk, swore in the new full-time police officer before 
a roomful of family, friends, and fellow officers. 

Alyson Rego has been serving on the Rochester 
Police Department for almost three years as a part- 
time predominantly night shift officer, and she has also 
conducted a few R.A.D. defense courses and attended a 
number of community events. 

Police Chief Paul Magee called Rego 
"community-oriented," adding, "She really gets the 
'community policing.'" 

Rego has a bachelor's degree from UMass 
Dartmouth in criminal justice and a Master's from Curry 
College.

that would make it meet current zoning bylaws. 

Andy Bobola, building inspector for the Town of 
Mattapoisett, told the board members that the applicant 
was ''fortunate that the addition met the 700-foot 
requirement," and was attached to the main residence. 

Brown said that when the addition was 
constructed, it was for the purpose of having a separate 
but attached family unit, which had been utilized in 
that fashion for years, and they simply wanted to make 
everything legal. 

Bobola said that everything was in line for the 
ZBA to grant the Special Permit requested, reminding 
them and the public that this case was very different from 
a previous case where an unpermitted apartment above a 
stand alone garage had been used as a rental unit. 

Satisfied that the application met all zoning 
bylaws, the Special Permit was granted. 

DG Service Company, 23 County Road, had also 
sought a Special Permit for the construction of a 2,100 
square-foot addition to a commercial structure. 

On this night, the applicant asked to withdraw 
that request without prejudice as they needed to settle 
concerns that had arisen with abutters. The applicant also 
asked for financial relief to the $300 fee already paid. The 
board members discussed what would be a fair amount 
given that the town had incurred some costs associated 
with the application. They agreed that a $100 fee was 
sufficient. 
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The board members also discussed a request 
presented to them from town counsel, the town 
administrator, and the Board of Selectmen regarding a 
case that had been withdrawn without prejudice, 102 
Fairhaven Road. 

Chairman Susan Akin read from a letter 
presented to the ZBA asking them to allow a further 
continuance of that case, given that the applicant, 
aggrieved parties, and the Town were close to an out-of- 
court agreement. 

The issue raised was one between the 
condominium covenant for the over 55+ community and 
Town bylaws that had permitted the development under 
that covenant.

Board to Ask Abutters About Blasting

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson said on January 24 that the board would ask 
abutters to a proposed solar farm at 268 Mattapoisett 
Road whether or not they would prefer the board permit 
blasting through the ledge rock during construction or 
restrict activity to drilling and hammering. 

The board doesn't usually permit blasting, noted 
Johnson, and a concern from an abutter about a possible 
house foundation cracking should the rock material 
beneath the site be the same ledge upon which his house 
sits prompted Johnson to reconsider Clean Energy 
Collective's preference for blasting. 

"That's the question here before the board," said 
Johnson. "Do we want to say 'no' or do we want to say 
they can have that as an option?" 

Board member Michael Murphy wondered, "It 
wouldn't hurt to get neighbors' opinions on blasting. I 
think they should have some kind of a say on whether or 
not we should allow blasting." 

The board agreed and planned to invite 
concerned neighbors to the next meeting. 

In the meantime, board member Ben Bailey 
cautioned the developer to be careful during the tentative 
blasting to not crack the "Devil's footprint" rock located at 
the site or the devil himself will escape through the crack. 

Johnson commented that the board should be 
ready to close the public hearing by the second meeting 
in February, granted that the developer has everything 
squared away in time. 

It was continued until February 14. 

Also during the meeting, the board said enough 
was enough with abutters coming with complaints about

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screening around solar farms months after the start of and 
towards the very end of the Site Plan Review process. 

It was one thing for abutter Linette Lander of 194 
Mattapoisett Road to attend the meeting to talk about a 
trailer that was recently taken off the site, exposing a lack 
of screening from the sightline from her kitchen sink, but 
abutters who file a complaint about screening with the 
town at the last minute was something else entirely 

The board was just wrapping up the loose ends 
of this project when Lander brought it up during the 
meeting. 

"I gotta say, I wish we saw you here a lot earlier," 
said board member John DeMaggio. "I mean, we were 
about to close this [public hearing]." 

But the trailer had only been removed a few days 
prior, said Dan Webb of Meadowatt. 

Webb agreed that he would address Landers' 
concerns immediately and would put whatever tree 
screening or fencing Landers preferred to alleviate the 
matter. 

The board, feeling satisfied that the two parties 
could work it out together, decided to allow it to be noted 
in the plans once an agreement had been reached. 

But as for the other complaint filed, Murphy had 
some tough words. 

"If they're gonna start nitpicking, there's got to 
be a point when we say, why can't you get along . . . talk, 
communicate?" Murphy said. "He had ample time to go

CivilTech, Inc. President Stuart Clarke discussed 
with the board a letter from the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Protection Advisory Committee subcommittee requesting 
a stipulation that all water runoff be contained inside the 
old bog so as not to contaminate one of Marion's drinking 
water wells on the abutting land. 

Clarke argued that there is nothing toxic within 
the panels, and fellow solar energy colleague Greg Carey 
concurred, saying he had submitted to the Town an 
information sheet that illustrates the contents of a solar 
panel, none of which are toxic. 

"There's really nothing there that's dangerous. I 
mean its plastic and glass," said Clarke. 

Johnson and fellow board members agreed that 
the subcommittee was asking for "the impossible," as 
board member John DeMaggio put it. 

The board continued the public hearing until 
February 14 in order to view the information further. 

The public hearing for Gary Mills for the 
Modification of an Approved Definitive Subdivision 
Plan for property located at Flartley Road was continued 
again until February 14 after a brief discussion. Johnson 
preferred to keep the public hearing open so the board 
can review a report after the town's engineer has had time 
to review a few minor changes to the plan.

Tree Removal Plan Upsets Abutter 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

''Every tree cut down is detrimental to my 
house," said Kenneth Yokel, 94 Fairhaven Road, during 
the January 23 meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission. 

Inspired to speak by a filing from the 
condominium association at 103 Fairhaven Road abutting 
his property. Yokel spoke against the association's plan to 
remove 41 trees. 

Association member David Dubois explained to 
the commission that it was necessary to remove the trees 
as they were dead or dying and posed a threat to property 
and residents. But Yokel pressed on, saying that since the 
development had been permitted, stormwater runoff had 
become a problem on his property 

Yokel asserted that by removing additional trees, 
the problem would only get worse. 

"Every tree you cut down impacts water that 
surges onto my property," Yokel said. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Bob Rogers 
explained the commission's role in the matter, saying, 
"Our focus is to permit it in a way that does impact the 
wetlands." 
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Rogers said that all the trees in question were on 
the applicant's property and thus a permit was in order. 

Dubois said that trees would be removed over 
time as funds became available to do so. He was told 
that his application would be good for three years. The 
Request for Determination of applicability received a 
Negative 3 determination. 

Richard Charon of Charon & Associates 
represented Donna McCaffery in a Notice of Intent filing 
for the construction of a 2,000 square-foot home on an 
undeveloped barrier beach lot. 

The lot, located at 16 Cove Street, Charon 
explained, had not been acceptable for building prior to 
the installation of public sewer service. Now, with that in 
place, McCaffery wished to build. 

Rogers questioned Charon about a concrete pad 
planned for under an elevated home, noting that it did 
not meet new FEMA regulations. Charon said that could 
be changed. 

Rogers said that beach sand had to be allowed to 
migrate from the cove side to the marsh side, as noted by 
FEMA. 

The hearing was continued until February 13. 

Another project that was continued was the 
NOI filing from Julie Cabucio, 3 Oyster Lane, for the 
construction of a garage in a FEMA flood zone. 

Represented by Jon Connell of Field Engineering, 
Cabucio' s property is within a storm velocity zone. Rogers 
asked that the plans be updated to include elevations to 
ensure everything met coastal building requirements. The 
hearing will resume on February 13. 

A NOI filing by Weston Van Cantor, 29 Main 
Street, was approved and conditioned, clearing the way 
for the next phase of a planned building project. 

The property is within the flood zone, explained 


Richard Ricci of Field Engineering, representing the 
applicant. 

He also said the existing home would be razed 
and replaced with a new single-family dwelling, but 
that Zoning Board of Appeals approval would also be 
required. 

Ricci said that a substantial amount of fill will 
be brought into the site, given the topography of the lot. 
Next step is a hearing with the ZBA. 

Susan Nilson, CLE Engineering, once again met 
to conclude a NOI hearing for Samuel Waterston, 13 
Shipyard Lane, for repairs and additions to a stone groin. 

Nilson had previously explained that the multi- 
tiered process she had been pursuing included a Chapter 
90 waterways permit and approval by Massachusetts 
Marine Fisheries, Department of Environmental 
Protection, and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

On-site meetings with all parties, including 
Mattapoisett's Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold, 
had taken place, Nilson said. 

During a previous meeting, Nilson had described 
an elastic rope system that is planned for a seasonal 
floating dock that will be attached at the end of the groin. 
This system is intended to minimize negative impact on 
existing eelgrass beds. 

After convincing the commission that eelgrass 
surrounding the groin will not be heavily affected and 
that oversight and approval from the other agencies 
seemed likely, the project received conditions that include 
the three-year monitoring of eelgrass beds, removal of the 
float after November 15 annually, and no use of motorized 
vessels near the float and groin. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for February 13 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 

'Bits' and 'Bots' Added to Science Curriculum 

The Joint School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional school district has 
a few new tools to teach science and technology to its 
youngest students in the three towns. The Joint School 
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Committee had a chance on January 19 to experience them 
hands-on and see how exciting learning the new science, 
technology, computer literacy, and engineering curricula 
will be for Tri-Town preschoolers, kindergartners, and 
first-graders. 

''Bee-Bots" and 'TittleBits," says Assistant 
Superintendent Elise Frangos, are the district's latest 
media for making entry-based computer science engaging 
and interesting, while introducing students to the new 
curriculum frameworks and, at the same time, addressing 
the social / emotional needs of the school district. 

"One of the things we really know about where 
our kids are going is that they need to be able to use all of 
these rigorous standards, but also know how to work well 
together," said Frangos. 

School Committee members got to see how to 
operate the Bee-Bots, which are small bee-looking plastic 
robots that can fit in the palm of your hand, and the wide 
scope of subject matter that can be integrated into the Bee- 
Bot use. 

Skills such as self-management, responsible 
decision making, and the building of social awareness 
through working with classmates to command the Bee- 
Bots to move across the learning mats can be fostered, 
as the committee members witnessed in their interactive 
session with the Bee-Bots. 

Laughter followed a series of "beep beep beeps" 
as each group successfully ran their bot to complete the 
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Topics such as coding and computer science have 
been established into the junior and high school setting, 
which led Frangos to ask, ''How do we bring [it] to the 
little kids in pre-school?" 

The Bee-Bots can teach a number of things 
about coding and robots while assisting in the learning 
of other subjects, such as spelling, weather science, and 
community life with the use of respective learning mats 
on which the Bee-Bots travel. 

"The television is going to be turned off because 
we learn so much more with play and risk taking," 
Frangos said. 

School Committee member Cheryl Hebert said 
she liked the bots. 

"The integration of so many subject areas and 
using something that 1 think will appeal to the children 
greatly," said Hebert, ". . .It's the building blocks of 
coding, so 1 think it's a great tool." 

The littleBits - connecting modules that snap 
together using magnets - allow students to experience the 
basics of robot design and engineering by the use of a tiny 
power source and various inputs that easily attach to each 
other with magnets. The committee members agreed that 
the use of this tool could greatly enhance the learning of 
the curriculum. 

"I think this is incredible," said School Committee 
member Heather Burke. "When my oldest son was ... at 
Sippican, it was largely memorizing terms and reciting 
it back . . . but the material is so dry and boring that he 
got turned off from science at a very early age." She 
continued, "[This] sparks imagination and engagement ... 
all of it is so much more invigorating and innovating. It's 
just amazing."

people made their way into Sippican Harbor as part of 
Tabor Academy's Polar Plunge event benefiting Special 
Olympics Massachusetts. 

The event was the first of its kind at Tabor 
Academy, raising over $12,300 for the nonprofit 
organization. The funds from the Polar Plunge go directly 
towards programs that "help provide nearly 12,000 
athletes with an opportunity to participate in programs 
that help them live a longer, happier, healthier life 
through sports programs," according to the organization's 
website. 

Though the morning was unseasonably warm at 
just under 50 degrees Fahrenheit, the water proved to be 
colder at around 43 degrees. This did not seem to deter 
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the "plungers," with many screaming euphorically as 
they sprinted into the harbor. 

Many of the participants left the water as quickly 
as they entered, running up onto the beach in search of 
their towels and the heaters stationed in the tent erected 
on the lawn above the beach. Others took their time in the 
water, lingering, seemingly unfazed by the bitter cold as 
they took in the moment. 

Upon exiting the water, the energy on the beach 
was still high as people wrapped themselves in towels 
and got a bite to eat, courtesy of some local vendors. 

"It wasn't that bad," said Tabor sophomore Jack 
Cederholm. "We're feeling great!" chimed in fellow 
sophomore Gabby Barresi. 
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Tabor students made up the largest contingent 
of participants in the Polar Plunge, but they were not 
alone. The students were joined by members of the local 
community, a group from Sandwich High School and 
their Swim & Dive team, and a group of Tabor Academy 
faculty and administrators. 

The Tabor administrators were the most visible, 
yet least recognizable at the event, dressed in costume 
for the plunge. Tabor's Head of School John Quirk was 
particularly visible, dressed in a full-body Captain 
America costume. This was not the first time Quirk wore 
this costume into the water; in September 2015, Quirk 
took a jump off of one of Tabor's docks to celebrate 
surpassing a fundraising goal for the school. 

"It's not very warm," said Quirk jokingly. 

The event was planned by the Tabor Academy 
Special Olympics Committee, a group of nine students 
overseen by faculty member Tim Cleary. The event took a 
considerable amount of planning and preparation, tasks 
taken on primarily by the students. From big tasks such 
as coordinating with Special Olympics Massachusetts and 
ordering the tent, to getting sponsors and T-shirts and 
food donations, the event took months of preparation and 
became a considerable group undertaking. 

To spread the word, the committee used a variety 
of methods both at school and around the region. 

"We did all-school announcements a couple of 
times, hung up posters and stuff like that ... we spread 
the word with Facebook posts, and reached out to 
different towns like Fairhaven, Sandwich, and Mashpee; 
we tried to get as many people as possible," said 
committee member Annalisa Souza, who also was the 
event's top fundraiser with $1000 raised. 

The participants had a variety of reasons as to 
why they jumped into Sippican Harbor on Sunday. 

"It's a really great cause, and it was a lot of fun," 
said Tabor junior Piper Cole. 

For Cederholm, this event was a continuation of 
a close connection he has had with the cause for much of 
his life. 

"I've been working with kids with special 
needs since fifth grade and I love supporting the Special 


Olympics," he said. 

The Special Olympics programs at Tabor started 
gaining traction under the leadership of Cleary and Molly 
Bent, Tabor Class of 2016 and current member of UConn's 
dominant women's basketball team. 

Early last school year, the committee of students 
was formed and work was done throughout the year to 
establish bylaws and build a foundation for the program. 

This event was not the first held by Tabor 
Academy in association with Special Olympics 
Massachusetts, nor will it be the last. Last year, Tabor 
hosted a Valentine's Day basketball tournament for the 
athletes and a Fitness Day; the latter brought the entire 
Tabor community together in April of 2016 to help 
facilitate the event. 

Additionally, Tabor hosts weekly programs for 
the athletes throughout the winter. 

This April, Tabor will again engage the entire 
community in hosting another day for the athletes on 
campus. 

With the Polar Plunge "exceeding expectations," 
awareness towards people with intellectual disabilities 
continues to grow both at Tabor and in the greater 
community. Tabor is expected to host another - hopefully 
bigger and more successful - Polar Plunge next year. 

"Hopefully, it will be an annual thing," said 

Souza.

Colony Robotics Team packed up their machines and 
equipment and headed to Bristol Community College for 
the VEX Robotics Qualifying Competition. 

The competition was a game of Starstruck, in 
which the object of the game is to work in alliance with 
another team to score the most points by moving large 
foam jacks onto the opponent's side. 

Upon arrival, the OC team got to work adjusting 
their robots with final changes to gears and last-minute 
autonomous programming. The team members and their 
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advisors worked at lightning speed to have the robots up 
and fully functional. It worked, and in the first round, the 
OC team dominated the field and took first place. 

However, their apparent victory did not last. 
Design issues resulted in one robot losing mobility and 
stalling mid-round; the other robot found itself equally 
at disadvantage. After losing the remaining rounds of the 
day, things looked bleak. 

During their intermission, the team worked hard 
to diagnose their problems. Drivers tested and re-tested 
modifications taking note of every issue. The rest of the 
team rushed to give one robot better reach and to remove 
excess weight from the other to decrease drag. Their only 
hope was to make their robots useful in alliance in hopes 
of being picked to be part of one of the top teams. 

When intermission ended, the top eight winning 
teams called out their picks for alliances and with their 
new modification in place, the OC team was chosen. They 
allied with the Air Strike team, which was made up of a 
local 4-H group, and managed to survive the elimination 
rounds against the other alliances. 

With one robot working as a tank to block, a 
second robot throwing jacks over the fence, and the third 
knocking stars back onto the opposing side, the Old 
Colony / Air Strike alliance was undefeated in the final 
rounds. Having won the qualifying competitions, both 
Air Strike and Old Colony move forward to the Regional 
Competition. 

Though their strategic alliance and quick thinking 
aided them in surviving their first competition, the OC 
team is hoping to make further modifications to their 
design to aid in their next competition. We all wish them 
luck.

I Am Not Your Negro. A documentary directed by Raoul 
Peck and narrated by Samuel L. Jackson. Running time: 
93 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

A recurring image in I Am Not Your Negro, a 
wounded but finally hopeful documentary, is of forward 
movement — street lights or palm trees passing by from 
the POV of a car's passenger, and so on. It expresses, I 
think, the state of mind of its wounded but finally hopeful 
subject, the writer James Baldwin. In 1980, Baldwin 
signed a contract to write a book. Remember This House, 
about his friends Medgar Evers, Martin Luther King Jr., 
and Malcolm X, all martyrs to the civil-rights cause. In 
1987, Baldwin died, having completed just thirty pages. 

I Am Not Your Negro uses that text, and others from 
Baldwin's public and private writing, to construct the 
story of a man's soul under lifelong pressure from living 
in a racist society. 

Despite its forward motion, the movie flits 
back and forth in time, making the point that Baldwin's 
concerns in the '50s and '60s are, if anything, more 
relevant today. Things have changed in some ways, not in 
others. Baldwin refused black responsibility for "the race 
problem" — he thought that the "problem" was created 
by white people and that they needed to own it. To the 
extent that whites have failed to assume responsibility 
for the systemic racism that benefits them, much of the 
tension prevalent in Baldwin's prime is still very much 
with us. 

In an intimate voice approaching a whisper, 
Jackson reads Baldwin's diamond-sharp words. A 
multiple outcast, Baldwin was gay as well as black. 
Conceivably, he could find himself among fellow black 
men who would condemn his sexuality, and find himself 
among fellow gay men who hated his race. It's no 
wonder, then, that Baldwin often wore what I would call 
a sad yet sardonic expression. His consciousness was 
unavoidably ironic and also informed, or warped, by the 
highly combustible tropes of the Hollywood movies of 
his youth. The movie takes the opportunity to interrogate 
Hollywood's culpability in American racism, leading 





up to what I considered the single discordant element: 
cutting directly from footage of Doris Day emoting to a 
stark photo of a lynching victim. It's mean and uncalled- 
for; it grates aesthetically and morally. Yes, Baldwin did 
call Day and Gary Cooper "two of the most grotesque 
appeals to innocence the world has ever seen," but I 
mean, c'mon. 

Otherwise, the film's critique of American culture 
and society, following Baldwin's lead, is more than fair 
(including Baldwin's revulsion at such cinematic Uncle 
Toms as Stepin Fetchit — although that performer has 
since been re-evaluated). The Haitian director Raoul Peck 
stitches the timelines and footage together smoothly — 
the result is an engaging riff on Baldwin's themes. It's 
the opposite of dry and academic; the style is jazzy and 
allusive, with a strong mix of movie clips. Baldwin's 
point about Hollywood is that one of the ways you learn 
a society's nature is by looking at the stories they tell 
themselves about themselves. 

So what story does I Am Not Your Negro tell? It's 
not strictly a biographical piece; Peck assumes you know 
who Baldwin was and why he managed to rub elbows 
with so many African-Americans of note, serving as a 
"witness" more than taking direct action. It's not a balm 
in frightening times; it endorses Baldwin's thesis that the 
American problem must be faced. It brings some lesser- 
known Baldwinisms to a larger audience, and may lead 
people to his books and essays. (Maybe begin with The 
Fire Next Time, a true classic that influenced Ta-Nehisi 
Coates' Between the World and Me and many other works.) 
It begins with the concept Baldwin had of a book about 
Evers, King and Malcolm, and ends up irising outward to 
take in the world that formed them, held them aloft for a 
while, and then took them.
